ih Merry Christmas and Happy New Year 
to all. 


The cheerful, solicitous, and even affectionate salutations 
of the holiday season are so universal and exhilarating that 
it would be to the advantage of us all to carefully consider 
whether something similar could not be adopted the year 
round. The “ Merry Christmas” and “ Happy New Year,” 
accompanied by hearty handshakings, bright looks and 
eager questions as to whether we have had or are having 
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a good time, perhaps do not evince any greater solicitude 
as to our welfare than the nod and the “ How do you do?” 
of other seasons, but they are a pleasant habit and do much 
to make us feel that we are not friendless on the earth, nor 
without the social impulses and kindliness which alone make 
the earth habitable. Those speaking the English language 
are notoriously lacking in the power of graceful expression, 
and unmindful of seeking occasions of saying hearty and 
pleasant things. This is probably the cause of the too gen- 
eral unpopularity not only of English-speaking people, but 


of the English language, among those fervid foreigners who 


are always ready to say charming things, no matter whether 
they feel them or not. Without doubt 
people feel more courteously and do more generously than 
the fluent foreigner who bows so profusely, 
sweetly, and always says the right thing at the right time. 
We know how a pretty thing should be said, but as a rule 
we fail to say the thing which can be easily omitted. Is it 


not because we fail to make a habit of trying to make people 


feel happy by expressing the wish that they are having a 


merry and happy time, except during the few days cluster- 


ing about Christmas and New Year’s? Without doubt we 


do feel happier and merrier then than at any other time of 


the year, not so much because we are better fed—that is 
apt to make us feel worse—or better clad—we generally 
wear the same clothes as we do when not expressing any 
anxiety as to the spirits in which we find our acquaintances 
--but because it is the hilarious habit of the season, and it 
lasts just long enough to keep us from forgetting how easy 
and pleasant it is. 

I think the manners of English-speaking people are im- 
proving with the cosmopolitan tendencies of the age. Per- 
haps the curt and hoydenish style which crept in with the 
New Woman should be mentioned as an exception, but its 
vogue is already almost a thing of the past, though it is to 
be hoped it will not be followed by the opposite extreme 
of affectations and simperings, which are perhaps just as 
likely to return as ringlets and hoops. However, we may 
be certain that as culture and good breeding become more 
general the habit of saying pleasant things will grow with 
the considerateness which marks the true lady or gentle- 
man. In business and professional life the fierceness of 
competition has forced men to refrain from giving offence, 
and to cultivate the habit of conciliation and the reciprocity 
of courteous greeting. The rude old doctor who took the 
liberty of scolding and abusing his patients has almost dis- 
appeared since medical men have become so plentiful and 
telephones are in so many houses. Lawyers find it neces- 
sary to speak smoothly to their clients, for briefless barris- 
ters are eager for a fee, and nowhere do we hear even the 
book canvasser and the life insurance agent spoken to as 
rudely or dismissed as summarily as of old. Probably com- 
petition forces us to be less candid, even if more courteous. 
It may be that it develops weakness of character, duplicity. 
and too great a readiness to be all things to all men; some- 


times the failure of the pulpit to denounce evil in the stern 
ind old-fashioned way, and the tendency to 
ondone evil in the polite and modern _ style, 
tt@gest that even the pulpit is becoming not 


over-polite, but over-politic. Nevertheless, when we think 
how many times we have had our ears slapped with hard 
sayings and our eyes blurred with scowling looks, and the 
ir rendered chill by thoughtless snubs and inattention, we 
cannot but feel grateful that some of the rough corners 
ind prickly places in everyday manners have been smoothed. 
We may as well admit that it would not be difficult for us 
to feel and do as honestly and as generously and as charit- 
bly as in the days of ruder manners, and yet be infinitely 
more polite and considerate in our actions and speech. 
** 
QUESTION of general interest and great importance 
was raised by the protest of a French-Canadian gentle- 
man who left a dinner of the Manutacturers’ Associa- 
tion because one of the speakers had asked that our neigh- 
bors of the Province of Quebec should cease to call them- 
selves French-Canadians, and be satisfied with the simple 
designation of Canadians. Both the maker of the speech 
and of the protest used the most courteous terms, but con- 
siderable ill-feeling and misunderstanding, it 1s to be feared, 
have been caused by the incident. The whole question of 
whether we are doing our best for the unification of the 
races within our borders has been raised by the assertion 
that it is the English-speaking peop!e who insist upon call- 
ing our neighbors of Quebec “ French-Canadians,” they 
themselves not using the term except when speaking, in an 
explanatory way, to those of a different extraction. With- 
out doubt this is the case, and it is safe to further assert 
ihat, not satisfied with speaking of French-Canadians, we 
peak of English-Canadians, Scotch-Canadians, Irish-Cana- 
dians, and when referring to our Teutonic fellow-citizens do 
not even call them German-Canadians, but Germans. Nor- 
vegians, Galicians, Russians, Poles, Italians, and the settlers 
coming to Canada in small numbers, are invariably desig- 
nated by the land of their origin without being even hy- 
phenated with “ Canadian.” The people of the various 
nationalities gather together in societies bearing the names 
' the countries whence they came, and these perpetuate 
‘ial distinctions which are objectionable according to the 


size, coherence, political influence and aggressiveness which, 


characterize them.’

So long as we have large numbers of 
citizens, it will L2= imprudent, and perhaps 
impossible, to check the very natural and clannish desire to 
perpetuate the memory of mother lands and common 
origins. While we fail not only to protest against the ex 
istence of these societies in English-speaking Canada, but 
do our best to foster them, we certainly have no right to 
single out for criticism the French-Canadians, who have an 
undoubted right to maintain their traditions and language 
while cultivating patriotism quite as assiduously as any 
cther section of the population. 

lf it is a mistake to carry these clannish impulses into 
Politics, how can we defend even the appearance of the same 
evil in that noblest, broadest and least sectarian of all fields 

charity? Take, for instance, the Scotch societies, chief 
of which are the St. Andrew’s, Sons of Scotland, and Cale- 
donian; the Irish societies, Protestant and Catholic—note 
religious sectarianism here—and the English societies, those 
of St. George and the Sons of England. Have not the ma- 
jority of those belonging to these societies been long 
enough away from the Old Countries to drop these old 
lines of cleavage and be simply Canadians? Why should 
each of these benevolent organizations give aid and sym 
Pathy to those of their own nationality only—or at least 
principally? The fact that the ostensible purpose of such 
Societies is clannish and separative is scarcely modified by 
the fact that none of them refuse aid to others in extreme 
cases, for it should not require emergencies to socially ob 
literate the racial lines of long ago

One woman with a fur cape and a little boy dresse¢ 
as well as a little boy could be. admitt-d that her husban@é 
had steady work with the member of the society who had 
given her the card, and made no complaint of sickness or 
hardship of any kind. The member signing tne card was # 
liberal contributor to the charity. and cf course his card 
had to be honored, and was. What good was done? Non: 
whatever, but much harm, in pauperizing a working man 
and his family. In the majority of cases help was needed 
but it could have been given in many different and 
better ways. I am not opposing the giving of Christm: 
cheer to the poor, but am trying to bring out some of the 
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woman, saying, * Do not send that poor girl to jail, because 
she has been tempted to sell her body for food.’ A woman 
might sin either from love or from lust, and few if any of 
her own sex would put out a hand to lift her up. If there 


is any one thing more cruel than another, it is the un- 
charity of one woman to another.”

week ago by Statf-Captain Archibald of tiie Salvation Army, 
who dropped into my office to invite me to see the poor 
dined at the Pavilion on the Saturday after Christmas. It 
was at the end of the last cold snap, and Captain Archibald 
said that on the day previous a young woman came to him, 
carrying in her arms a four-months-old child, begging pite- 
cusly to be taken in. The cold weather had driven the poor 
into the Shelter until it was crowded, but when he began 
to explain this the woman wept and said she had been 
turned away from five different charities either because they 
were full or because she had a baby in her arms which she 
could not legitimately account for. She had had a place as 
a domestic, but, as soon as she was discovered to be an un- 
married mother, was discharged, and unable to obtain work 
or to pay for shelter, she had been turned away from door 
after door until she was quite hopeless. Captain Archibald, 
on examining the baby, found that it was partially frozen 
and portions of skin and flesh were peeling off. One of the 
Salvation Army officers at once took the girl to his own 
home, where the baby, unfortunately, perhaps, for itself and 
its mother, was recovering. This is a pretty picture of how 
in this really generous and charitably disposed city a weak 
woman can be made to suffer for a sin which Captain Archi 
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ECRETARY GAGE of the United States Treasury De- 
partment in his recent report with regard to the cur- 
rency and banking system, admits the weakness of 
isolated banks, some weak, some strong, all independent 
of one another. This is the system now in vogue in the 
United States, and Mr. Gage says it is “devised for fair 
weather, not for storms,” but he is convinced that the people 
would not tolerate the preferable plan of large central 
banks with branches—which, by the way, is the Canadian 
system. He proposes a federation of the national banks, 
with a central institution managed by a directorate elected 
by the individual banks, and whose dealings would be con- 
fined to transaction with banks, and on their behalf with 
the Government. This, he thinks, would effect an equable 
distribution of funds in hard times, the unneeded surplus 
of one district being drawn upon to replenish the exhausted 
balances of another in time of stress. The suggestion shows 
how prejudiced the trust-ridden people of the United States 
are against everything not of their own invention. Our sys- 
tem of banks, with many branches, equalizes the distribu- 
tion of balances and currency better than the great central 
bank proposed by Mr. Gage, and does not involve such a 
ticklish procedure as the election of a board of directors 
who, if dishonest, over-stringent or reckless, would drag 
the whole financial fabric down into the depths. The recent 
advocacy by some amateur financier of the establishment of 
independent banks in every large village, town and city in 
the Dominion, so as to prevent local enterprise from being 
hindered by an unsympathetic board of directors at a dis- 
tance, is shown by Mr. Gage to be such an evil in the 
United States that it requires immediate correction. Our 
Lanking system sometimes seems irritating and sluggish, 
but it at least has the merit of being safe, which Secretary 
Gage apparently thinks is preferable to the Yankee plan, 
where, at a time of financial storm, banks fail by hundreds, 

while in Canada there are practically no failures at all.

HE “Mail and Empire” charges Mr. W. F. Maclean 
with “treachery to the most honored members of the

ous aspirants to the throne. This is really not a matter of 
any consequence to the ratepayers. It ought to have been 
threshed out in caucus. Let the ‘“ World” and the “ Mail’ 
both go away back and sit down, while the party managers 
decide who is to be Toronto. The majority of our intelli- 
gent ratepayers will unquestionably acquiesce in the de- 
cision, whatever it may be. The populace, after last year’s 
experience, were doubtless meekly resigned to the prospect 
of party control in municipal matters; and providing the 
party organizations were prepared to accept the responsi- 
bility for the personnel and policy of their candidates, it 
might be a good thing all round to let them:run the show. 
But no one was prepared to have the unfortunate intestine 
troubles of the Conservative party lugged into the muni- 
cipal arena. The mayoralty of Toronto is too big a propo- 
sition to be decided on the question of the comparative 
sharpness and “ blugginess” of the knives which the ‘‘ Mail’ 
and the ‘‘ World” have respectively wielded on_ political 
friend or foe in the Conservative fold.

A’ good many Canadians love to hear themselves talk of 
Canadian art and of Canadian literature. Why is it that 
so little is ever heard about the possibilities of Canadian 
drama? To be sure, the theater in this country is a mere 
dependency of the United States theater, and little likely 
to be anything else for many a year to come. But the same 
condition holds good to a very great extent in literature, 
and yet we know that Canadians have made, and are mak- 
ing, worthy contributions in the field of imaginative writ- 
ing both in the United States and in Great Britain. Canada 
has contributed actors and actresses not a few to the Ameri- 
can stage. There is no ground for complaint on that score. 
But it is strange that so little dramatic writing has been 
done by a people prolific, if not distinguished, in the allied 
departments of.literature, such as fiction and poetry. Even 
if we do not want to be provincial in the matter of theatrical 
pabulum, and could not be if we would, yet it is eminently 
proper that we should be ambitious to contribute a few dis- 
tinctively Canadian things to the dramatic literature of the 
day. Freach-Canadian life has been touched on in a few 
well-known plays; “ New France” has long been an inex- 
haustible well of the romantic for divers literary purposes. 
There are many other pages of Canadian history and many 
aspects of life in this great Dominion that ought to lend 
themselves easily to striking treatment on the stage. The 
call there, as in all other matters artistic, is for originality 
and novelty. A virgin field remains for the Canadian dram- 
atist who has not yet appeared. His work, properly done, 
would be acceptable in England and in the United States 
as well as here. He could carve a name for himself on the 
tablets of renown and at the same time render a service of 
great value to his ccuntry. LANCE.

“Life would be a more howling farce than anything the 
Palais Royal ever invented if the idiocies of the stage were 
transferred to it.

Graphic 
gentlemen love to call dramas ‘slices of life,” and we are 
really anxious to see things that lead us away from real 
unpleasant conditions to imaginary pleasant ones. But we 
cannot imagine (except under conditions that the W.C.T.U 
would scarcely sanction) some of the imbecilities that are 
served up to us as artistic pictures of reality.

she has aged a good deal. It is a great shock to him, poor 
fellow. She is bitterly mortified, but she says to herself,

her ringlets, which have been tucked into a cap. She is 
then mistaken for an imaginary niece. Her voice is the 
same, her expressions are the same, her face is the same— 
all the unmistakable manifestations of personal identity are 
there—but the lover does not know her, and we are asked 
to get excited about it. 

“The entire next act is played under the assumption 
that the lover mistakes Phoebe for her own niece. It 
would be a clever act; it would be dainty, and at times pa- 
thetic, if only we could masticate this monstrous assumption. 
Is not J. M. Barrie clever enough to build his charming 
edifices upon the solid ground of reason? 

“You may retort, ‘Oh, you have no imagination—you 
are too matter-of-fact—you are too prosaic.’ To this I 
reply, ‘If this be true, I am anxious for the theater to cor- 
rect the evils.’ I go to the playhouse in order that my 
imagination might revel; I want to get away from matter 
of fact; I am tired of prose. But in order to get what I 
need I must exact sanity. I can go to a lunatic asylum and 
find people there to tell me they are the Czar. of Russia or 


Martin Luther, or Mohammed, or Nebuchadnezzar. Why 
shouldn’t I sit there and believe what they say? Is it be- 


cause I have no imagination—that I am too matter-of-fact, 
too prosaic?”

- COOKE’S CHURCH. 


FRIEND from London, Ont., has been anxious to 
know how I would estimate Rev. Robert Johnston, 
pastor of St. Andrew's in that city. He told me 
that Mr. Johnston was much given to lecturing 
and preaching at a distance from his own kirk, and was 
said to have had many opportunities of financial betterment 
by accepting calls elsewhere. It having been announced 
that Rev. Mr. Johnston would occupy the pulpit of Cooke’s 


Church in _ this city a week ago last Snn- 
day evening, I  wended my = way thither, —in- 
terested not only in the visiting preacher, but in 


the congregation, of whose working force [ had heard 
much. The preacher had not taken his place in the pulpit

in front of the choir, yet when I arrived the large church 
was full, and it took an usher some time to find me a seat. 
}y the time the services began the aisles were crowded with 
chairs and the house was filled to the very doors. A very 
tall dark man, with black hair and “ bearded like the pard,” 
strode into the pulpit and gave out a selection from the 
Psalms in a voice which, though strong, was not well 
modulated nor quite pleasant to the ear. He was followed 
by the clerk, who in the absence of the pastor read the 
announcements, dwelling particularly on the lecture by Mr. 
Johnston to take place the following night. Mr. Johnston 
insisted on those by the door coming forward and sitting 
on the platform with him, and by the time this was donc 
there was scarcely any floor space left, though the invita 
tion and its ready acceptance indicated that a crowd was not 
a new thing in Cooke’s Church and a warm welcome to 
strangers was evidently expected. 

Rey. Robert Johnston is not a good reader, and with 
due allowance for a voice wearied by a sermon in the 
morning and another in the afternoon, the monotonous 
uplift at the end of sentences seemed inexcusable when by 
practice it could be so easily rectified. A tendency to put 
an “o” sound before the vowel “i” betrayed either a North 
of Ireland origin or a training amidst those who had an 
Irish accent. Though he said the word reverently, and I 
make the criticism in the same spirit, the sacred name of 
Christ is not improved by being 
pronounced “ Kroist,”” neither is any 
impressiveness added to the word 
disciples by calling them “ dis- 
coiples.” In several other words I 
noticed the same tendency, which 
no spelling can quite express, but 
small things are lost sight of in his 
earnestness, masculinity. and desire 
to impress good things upon his 
listeners. From Revelation § xxi., 
which he had read, he selected the 
16th verse as his text:

The length and the breadth 
nd the height of it are equal.” The description of “that 
vreat city, the Holy Jerusalem, descending out of heaven 
from God,” he held to be not of a material city, but of a 
condition found in every surrendered life. “ The length and 
the breadth and the height of it are equal’’ is the descrip- 
tion of a symmetrical being. The “breadth” is the equip 
ment, physical, mental and moral, which we prepare for the 
foundation upon which the superstructure is to be erected. 
Ii it be weakly built it will not support the great edifice 
which we may desire to place upon it, for life cannot be 
like the inverted pyramid, resting upon its apex. Breadth 
of view, breadth of understanding, breadth of knowledge, 
and the broad love of God must characterize this founda- 
lion. Let not prejudice of class or race or other denomin- 
itions be builded in. 

The “length” of the building, which is as great as the 

breadth and the height of it, is the outreach of life, its sym- 
pathies, desires and purposes. ‘“ How long, my brother,” 
he enquired, “is your outreach? Is it no longer than your 
shadow?” Those who have lived great lives not only had 
the breadth of equipment, but their eyes looked searchingly 
into the future for those that they could help. Carey saw 
the heathen in their lack of civilization and their ignorance 
of God, and in his heart was born the great missionary 
movement for their redemption and 
uplifting. Wilberforce in his out- 
reach touched the slave and set him 
free. Howard looked for those that 
he cou'd ‘help, found them in prison 
and ministered unto them. Florence 
Nightingale when looking for an ob- 
ject to be helped by her gentle 
hands, found the wounded on the 
battlefield, and Plimsoll set himself 
to making better and safer the lives 
Ot sailors who braved the dangers of 
the sea in rotten and_ ill-equipped 
ships. The noble effect of lives with such loving and up- 
lifting outreach but indicated why we should make the 
“length” equal to the “ breadth.” 
“ The “height” of this glorious city is symbolical of the 
uplift of our souls towards God, and sometimes even those 
who had the breadth and length forgot that in a grand edi- 
fice there must be height or else it grovels on the earth. 
‘i what value is the great equipment for life’s work, how 
limited is even the broad and unselfish outlook if the eyes 
are not turned upward! He appealed to those in his con- 
8regation in the good old-fashioned way to think for a 
moment if their lives were complete. Every heart is empty 
Unless it has within it a beautiful sentiment, and every soul 
is hungry that has not Christ. In this connection he told 
the story of Ole Bull, the great musician, and Ericsson, 
his playmate, who afterwards became immensely rich, but 
it did not seem to me to add strength to his well constructed 
and forcibly delivered sermon. Neither did I like his read- 
ing of “The Forging of the Anchor” as typical of the 
“quipment of life, for certainly his voice did not lend charm 
to the rhyme of the poet. 

He spoke nearly three-quarters of an hour and the effect 
Was distinctly good. There were probably over twenty-five 
hundred people in that large auditorium, and in attention, 











prayer and praise they made up an audience that should 
impress the responsibility of a preacher’s work upon him, 
and on the other hand I think I shared their feeling that 
they had been properly preached to;.that thé lessons that 
were taught with such virility and apparent sincerity were 
such as we all needed to hear. ‘and hear often, and have 
impressed upon us, by one who seemed so thoroughly a 
man. ,Cooke’s Church has long been noted for this class 
of preaching, and the throng of everyday people who 
crowd the pews are’an evidence that emascu'ated opinions, 
carefully wrapped up suggestions, and a fear of giving 
offence, are not pleasing to the mu!titude. 

At the end of the preaching, which I have very briefly 
summarized, a clean-shaven man—I afterwards learned it 
was Mr. H. Ruthven Macdonald, the choir leader—stood 
up and sang “ Building for Eternity.” His voice was full 
and sweet, the song exactly appropriate to the sermon. and 
the effect soul-touching and thrilling.

REV, ALEXANDER ESLER, 


HE people worshipping at Cooke’s Church so in- 
terested me that I returned there last Sunday 
night with the double purpose of hearing the 
pastor and seeing the congregation in its normal 

condition. Before the services began the house was com- 
fortably filled; two or three hundred more people would 
have crowded its seating capacity, so that the average at- 
tendance on Sunday evening may be safely placed at from 
two thousand to twenty-five hundred people. The faces 
seemed as bright and interesting as before, the opening 
services were as spirited, but the same look of expectancy 
was not conspicuous, nor was the interest maintained. 
When a rather young man seated himself behind the read- 
ing-desk and fidgeted with the Bibles and his notes, tugged 
at his smallish moustache, rubbed his face and his nose, and 
seemed to be generally uncomfortable, I was struck with 


the idea that the pastor's place had _ probably 
been taken by a_ student, but in answer to 
a question asked of a young = man_ who - sat 


next to me I was told that it was the Rev. Mr. Esler him- 
self. I had ventured to call attention to Rev. Mr. John- 
ston’s occasional accent in the above sketch, already in 
type, but when Mr. Esler opened his mouth I thought sure 
I was in an Orange lodge, for the brogue would, figur- 
atively, saw iron. It seems to me strange that an educated 
young man, who, I am told, was at Princeton College before 
he took charge of the church in Pennsylvania whence he 
came, should retain so much of the dialect which so dis- 
tinctly marks the people of the North of Ireland—a variety 
of that accent, too, which by no means belongs to the most 
cultured class. It is pleasant to hear the softly flowing 
accents of a Dublin man, or the tones, softened by edu 


cation and travel, distinctive of Belfast, or the 
rhythmic speech of the. South of Scotland, or 
even the rugged blending of the deep Gaelic 
intonation, but I must confess that I find no pleasure 


in hearing a brogue from a public speaker whose voice 
occasionally becomes almost falsetto, and who speaks so 
rapidly that it is next to impossible to follow his utterances. 
I missed the first announcement of the chapter to be read, 
but as Mr. Esler spoke more deliberately when reading his 
text, I found it to be the 32nd verse of the first chapter 
of Luke: ‘He shall be great, and shall be called the 
Son of the Highest.” He also read Ephesians ii., 8: “ For 
by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God.’ His subject was the great- 
ness of Christ, a greatness not discoverable only by com- 
paring Him with human beings, but the infinite greatness of 
the Son of the Highest. The giving of gifts appropriate to 
the season was another section of the subject which was 
attached to the text from Ephesians. Textual division was 
used in elaborating what might be called either a doctrinal 
or a topical discourse, but homiletically considered the 
construction was by no means perfect. The subject matter, 
worthy as it was, received scant justice owing to the de- 
livery being jerky and the preacher's voice so badly man- 
aged. 

When Mr. Esler fell into a conversational tone he was 
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interesting, thoroughly intelligible, and his expressions were 
natural and frequently amusing. He evidently has a sense 
of humor, and his dialect adds to the quaintness of his 
sayings. If I may be pardoned for doing so, I would sug- 
gest that he adhere more to a colloquial style of address, 
which is much better suited to his voice and manner than 
any attempt at oratory. <A talk from him could not fail 
to be tenfold more impressive than a sermon, in which his 
voice plays all sorts of tricks and invariably runs too fast 
for the ear of the listener. For instance, in speaking of 
Christ offering His love to each person in the world, he 
referred to a young man proposing marriage to a young 
woman, and pointed out that if she did not think he was 
offering all of his love she would reject him, and he, if he 
suspected that but a part of her affection was being given 
to him, would not be satisfied with her. This homely little 
touch of love-making, so quaintly done, made a smile 
flicker over the faces of his listeners, who, by the way, 
were quite two-thirds of them youngish women. — The point 
was a good one; the gift of His undivided love brought 
personally to each human heart, from whom Christ asked in 
return a whole-hearted affection. The sermon was short and 
the announcements many, but the pastor seemed deeply in 
sarnest in his work, particularly in his invitations to the 
communicants and those about joining the church, to meet 
together for prayer and preparation. However. I felt 
stunned by the crudity of a young pastor with such an im- 
portant charge, and perhaps cannot do him justice. I can- 
not see how a man who is not dignified and self-possessed 
in his manner can obtain or retain possession of the re- 
ligious attention of two or three thousand souls, earnest 
and anxious to help, as so many of the attendants at Cooke’s 
Church appear to be. As I was told last Sunday evening 
that many of the congregation are of North of Ireland 
descent, the accent may not be detrimental, but perhaps is 
considered an attraction, yet I am sure the pastor can 
greatly improve his pulpit usefulness by getting better 
control of his voice and himself generally, and not, as he 
did two or three times last Sunday night, losing his place 
or forgetting what he was going to say. He doubtless has the 
makings of an effective preacher, but 1 am rather glad not 
to be one of the congregation he practices upon while at- 
taining perfection. Of course this is but the impression of 
one man obtained at a single hearing and the gentle reader 
can take it for what it is worth. DON.

U TING FANG, the clever and witty Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington, recently attended an exhibition 
of portraits by the well-known Dutch painter Hu- 

bert Vos, who has done much work in the East. Among 
the canvases were portraits of Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang. Here are Mr. Wu's impressions as reported by 
the Washington “ Times:” 

“Who is that?” asked Mr. Wu, pointing toward 
picture of Ching. 

“That is Prince Ching,” replied Vos. 

“Tt don’t look like him,” was his only comment, and 
the party passed on to Earl Li. 

“Who's that?” 

* That is Li Hung Chang.”

The rich beauty of the highly ornamental 
Chinese costumes, and the striking personalities of the two 
men, combine to make these canvases the most inter- 
esting and picturesque portraits exhibited here in many a 
day. In the matter of likenesses Mr. Vos has been, per- 
haps, less fortunate. But this is a minor detail. The port- 
raits are striking examples of, perhaps, the most interest 
ing school of contemporary art.”
